Governor  Offers  Large  Reward

Anne  Levanger  was  strangled  to 
death  with  her  nylon  stockings 
and  a sleeve  of  her  sweater,  says 
the  Utah  Medical  Examiner’s 
office. 

The  20-year-old  blonde  bank 
teller’s  body  was  found  face  down 
Sunday  in  a clump  of  sagebrush 
near  Silver  City,  a mining  ghost 
town  in  Central  Utah.  She  had 
been  missing  since  Oct.  10. 

M.  Reed  Harmon,  state  medical 
investigator,  disclosed  findings  of 
an  autopsy  on  Miss  Levanger’s 
body  Monday.  He  said  further 
investigation  today  was  expected 
to  show  when  the  girl  was  killed 
and  if  she  was  raped. 

Meanwhile,  Gov.  Calvin 
Rampton  said  Monday  he  would 
offer  $1,000  for  the  capture  of 
the  killer. 

The  governor  said  the  reward 
would  come  from  the  state’s 
general  fund.  He  added  that  his 
office  would  determine 
distribution  of  the  money  if  more 
than  one  person  claimed 
“apprehension  of  the  person  or 
persons  subsequently  convicted  of 
the  murder.” 


Utah  County  Sheriff  Ralph 
Chappie  said  no  clues  have  been 
turned  up  yet  in  the  slaying.  He 
said  rain  and  snow  had  erased  any 
signs  that  might  have  provided 
leads. 

Miss  Levanger  was  last  seen  Oct. 
10,  speaking  to  a young  man  next 
to  her  stalled  car  on  Interstate  15 
near  Spanish  Fork  where  she 
worked  as  a teller. 

Authorities  and  members  of  the 
girl’s  family  had  traced  tips  in  vain 
and  searchers  had  scoured  the 
freeway  where  her  abandoned  car 
was  found. 

A Payson  teacher,  Gary  Winkel, 
discovered  Miss  Levanger’s  corpse 
while  hunting  for  old  bottles  near 
Silver  City,  about  30  miles 
southwest  of  Spanish  Fork. 

The  girl’s  stockings  and  sweater 
sleeve  were  wound  around  her 
neck. 

Miss  Levanger’s  family  had  put 
up  a $1,000  reward  for 
information  on  her  whereabouts, 
and  the  president  of  the  bank 
where  she  worked  later  offered 
another  $1,000.

PRAGUE  (AP)  — Volunteer  firemen  in  the  village  of  Svidnik  burned 
down  their  own  firehouse  last  week.

DACCA,  Pakistan  (AP)  — Two  thousand  Moslems  tried  to  build  a 
poor  people’s  mosque  on  the  government-owned  Dacca  Race  Course 
one  night  last  week.  They  were  dispersed  by  police,  12  persons  were 
injured  and  15  arrested. 


JAKARTA  (AP)  — The  United  States  and  the  Netherlands  are  the 
two  biggest  buyers  of  Indonesian  butterflies,  the  Antara  news  agency 
reported. 


MILAN,  Italy  (AP)  ~ Milan  police  searched  the  Bremen-Milan  express 
Monday  night  after  an  anonymous  telephone  caller  said  a smuggler  had 
hidden  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  German  marks  in  the  train’s 
phone  booth. 

The  police  found  a large  package  in  the  corner  of  the  booth.  It 
contained  50  rolls  of  toilet  paper.

SOISSONS,  France  (AP)  — Sophie  Duguet,  a 3-year-old  girl 
kidnapped  last  Friday,  was  left  early  Tuesday  in  the  yard  of  a police 
station  after  her  father  paid  $180,000  ransom. 

“I  got  the  news  by-telephone.  It  was  the  prosecutor  who  called  me,” 
Philippe  Duguet,  a wealthy  landowner,  told  newsmen  in  the  courtyard 
of  his  farm  home.  “I  played  the  game.  I paid.  I’m  going  to  get  the  child 
now  at  the  police  station  in  Soissons.” 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  — A union  coordinating  office  says  that  more  than 
90  per  cent  of  General  Electric’s  union  workers  are  out  in  the 
nationwide  strike  against  the  country’s  No.  4 industrial  giant.  The 
company  says  its  plants  will  be  open  for  those  who  want  to  work. 


STEVENS  POINT,  Wis.  (AP)  — Secretary  of  Defense  Melvin  R.  Larid 
says  the  Nixon  administration  is  reviewing  foreign  conunitments  with 
an  eye  to  cutting  back  America’s  role  as  “world  policemen.” 


CHICAGO  (AP)  — David  T.  Dellinger,  head  of  the  National 
Mobilization  Committee  to  End  the  War  in  Vietnam,  says  the  Hanoi 
government  plans  to  open  up  a regular  exchange  of  mail  between 
American  prisoners  of  war  and  their  families  and  will  release  the  names 
of  the  prisoners  shortly. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  — Senate  hearings  on  a new  railroad  safety  bill 
begin  today.  The  rail  industry,  under  attack  for  an  accident  rate  which 
has  almost  doubled  in  eight  years,  is  expected  to  reluctantly  endorse 
the  Nixon  administration  bill. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - Sen.  WUliam  Proxmire,  (D-Wis.)  says  a 
blue-ribbon  panel  intended  to  be  a watchdog  of  the  Pentagon  has 
become,  by  virtue  of  military  contracts  held  by  a majority  of  members, 
a shield  against  criticism  of  the  defense  establishment. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  — The  Nixon  administration,  with  troubles 
enough  already  over  school  desegregation,  is  trying  to  erase  any 
impression  it  condones  racial  discrimination  in  the  Model  Cities  urban 
aid  program. 


OMAHA,  Neb.  (AP)  - “Any  time  you  call  anybody  a pig  in  public, 
that’s  disorderly  conduct,”  Municipal  Judge  D.  B.  Anderson  said 
Monday  as  he  sentenced  Frank  Peak,  Jr.,  26,  to  30  days  in  jail. 

Policeman  Samuel  Lee  Jr.  testified  he  was  working  in  uniform  as  a 
guard  while  off  duty  when  an  argument  occurred.  He  said  Peak  called 
him  a pig.  Peak  said  he  did  not  remember  calling  the  officer  a pig.

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BYU  Enrollment  GaM 
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By  Leaps  On  Schedule 


Dear  Editor, 

Is  the  day  coming  when  our 
new  football  stadium  will  cease  to 
be  the  scene  of  athletic 
competition  with  other 
universities?  Are  we  making  a 
mistake  in  putting  our  dollars  into 
a new  activities  center?  Should  it 
be  designed  as  merely  a cultural 
center?  Will  we  have  a new 
residence  hall  constructed  on  the 
plot  of  ground  which  is  now  the 
site  of  our  new  baseball  diamond? 
(Maybe  we  could  call  it  the  Lloyd 
Eaton  Memorial  Residence  Hall.) 
What  I’m  concerned  about  is,  will 
BYU  be  forced  to  discontinue  all 
intercollegiate  athletic 
competition,  because  nobody  will 
want  to  play  us? 

On  many  university  campuses, 
black  students  are  strongly 
encouraging  the  cessation  of 
athletic  competition  with  BYU 
because  of  our  supposedly  “racist 
policies.”  Immediately,  you  and  I 
go  on  the  defensive  and  say,  “Oh 
no  we’re  not,  you.  blacks  are  just 
trying  to  cause  trouble.”  Well, 
there  are  probably  some 
troublemakers  amongst  them,  but 
put  yourself  in  their  shoes  for  a 
minute  and  see  if  we  couldn’t 
appear  a little  racist  to  some 
sincere  blacks.  They  don’t  have  a 
testimony  of  the  Church  and  who 
is  its  divine  head.  To  them, 
common  mortal  men  have  made 
the  decision  against  the  Negro 
holding  the  priesthood  which 
indicates  racism. 

Of  course,  we  cannot  change 
the  laws  of  God,  but  we  can  show 
each  black  that  we  consider  him 
to  be  an  equal  brother  by  the  way 
we  live  each  day  of  our  lives.  If  we 
treat  every  person  as  we  expect  to 
be  treated,  blacks  included, 
maybe  we  can  make  it  clear  to  the 
blacks  that  we  are  not  racist.  Let’s 
not  prove  to  the  blacks  by  the 
way  we  live  that  we  are  glad  that 
he  can’t  hold  the  priesthood. 
Maybe,  if  everyone  does  his  part, 
our  position  will  be  clarified  and 
BYU  won’t  be  forced  to  drop 
intercollegiate  athletics  because 
nobody  wants  to  play  us.

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Records  are  made  to  be  broken,  and  every  year  the  enrollment 
at  BYU  is  broken,  as  if  on  schedule. 

In  the  fall  of  1967,  there  were  approximately  20,000  di 
students  on  campus.  Last  fall  there  were  between  22-23,000  sti 
on  campus. 

President  Wilkinson  recently  announced  this  year's 
enrollment  to  be  24,144  students,  a startling  figure  when 
remembers  the  time  when  the  university  was  supposed  to  level  off 
enrollment  of  1 5,000  students  and  build  a series  of  junior  colleges. 

Obviously,  BYU  has  exceeded  the  15,000  figure  and  there 
junior  colleges  being  built  to  relieve  the  pressure  on  the  University. 

Instead,  the  only  item  rising  is  the  enrollment  figure,  and  i 
present  rate,  the  university  could  hit  the  30,000  figure  withir 
years. 

Furthermore,  rumor  has  it  that  the  school  may  enroll  40,000 
five  years,  putting  it  in  that  golden  category  along  with  the  Uniyt 
of  California  at  Berkley,  New  York  University  and  others. 

Yet,  what  is  so  golden  about  having  40,000;  30,000  or  even  2A  r 
students  packed  into  a university  that  was  planned  for  less? 

And  what  is  so  golden  about  having  to  build  new  facilities  every 
when  teachers'  salary  increases  are  lost  in  the  maize  of  blueprint 
buildings,  and  students  are  lost  in  a blur  going  to  and  from  crrf  > 
classrooms? 

One,  of  course,  must  realize  the  administration's  position 
Alumni  and  Church  members  are  very  desirous  to  have  their  of;^ 
enrolled  at  BYU,  especially  now  when  the  outer  world  seems 
crumbling  around  anyone  with  a sense  of  values  or  purpose. 

However,  quality  can  crumble  and  erode  from  the  inside  just  aj  i 
as  the  outside.  This  may  be  the  situation  facing  BYU  if  the  enrolli 
is  not  kept  down. 

No  doubt  faculty  size  and  pay  has  increased  over  the  past  three 
though  pay  figures  are  not  released  for  some  reason  to  the  public 
the  question  can  be  raised  whether  these  figures  have  ri^-_ 
proportion,  for  example,  to  the  8.5  percent  increase  over  last  ^ 
daytime  and  evening  students?  ^ 

More  importantly,  is  the  teacher  work  load  and  pay  scale  such  • 
would  attract  topflight  teachers  to  BYU,  thus  providing  those  sof 
daughters  of  alumni  and  Church  members  with  the  best  edui 
possible? 

Is  the  equipment  provided  in  labs  and  classes  the  most  up  to 
and  is  there  enough  of  it  to  go  around? 

Admittedly,  these  are  all  tall  orders  and  difficult  questions, 
road  to  quality  is  always  difficult  and  cannot  be  ignored  or  hidi 
mere  quantity. 

Priorities  must  be  established,  no  matter  how  many  toes  are  st( 
on  or  cramped. 

Enrollment  needs  to  be  kept  at  the  present  level  to  insure  the 
possible  education  for  those  students  who  have  already  qualified] 
here.
